was told the only connecting flight on United with the 
Kastern flight from Atlanta was a Viscount type air- 

eraft ~ same as the morning flight from Washington to 
Atlanta - and only firat class accommodations could be 
provided. 


d. i did not check with all the other sirline 
ticket offices at National Airport because 1 assumed 
United Personnel would have advised me of possible 
tourlat accommodations with connecting flights of 
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the other airlines. Frankly, the thought never gceured 
to ma that the Viscount flight te Kashington would be 
unacceptable; particularly since OSA travel had issued 
the ticket originally for this type travel to Atlanta. 
e. My first knowledge of another comnecting flight 
au another airline, capable of providing tourist sccam~ 
modations, was when I received the subject momorandum. 


2, My view of the above facts, is thet I should not be 
charged the additional fare of $13.54 incurred as the result 
first class travel from Atlanta to washington. IT believe 
A travel should have at least recommended the proper flight, 
n Fact Lt was too Late to issue a new ticket.
